TO BE HELD IN INblANAPOLIS 


Federation is Becoming. Stronger 
Each Day and Has For Goal a 100 


Percent State 


Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. ,4.--Presi- 


deut John G. Brown of the 
Indiana 


Federation of 
Farmers' 
Associa- 


tions, which has its headquarters in 
this city, will soon issue the official 
call for what promises to be the 
greatest gathering of fanners in the 
history of the state—the first annual 
convention of^the organization. The 
State Convention is to be held in In- 
dianapolis on Tuesday. November 
IS, and the indications are that'it 
will mark a new epoch of co-opera- 
tion on the part of the Hoosier till- 
ers of the soil. 


The Indiana Federation of Farm- 


ers' 'Associations had its birth last 
March, but since that time, through 
the tireless efforts of its state offi- 
cers and the great co-operation af- 
forded by many of the county offi- 
cers, has grown to.be one of 
the 


most important organizations in In- 
diana. This "six months old. baby" 
is a baby in age only, for the growth 
and influence throughout the State 
has been reflected not only in India- 
na activities, 'but national affairs as 
well. 
Fortunately for the Federa- 


tion, it was formed at a time when 
the farmers were awakening to 'the 
need of strong organizations to light 
their battles and demand a square 
deal.,instead of being kicked about 
.•is the football of the commercial 
world through the lack of concentra- 
ted power. 


Although the last of any impor- 


tant elements to get off to a start, 
the Indiana Farmers probably have 
the most unique record' of any .or-
